A DAY of action to protest at the 
closure of the popular Crown 
Health Centre is taking place on 
Saturday - and members of the 
public are urged to take part. 

The centre will close on Saturday, 
leaving many members of staff who 
have worked there since 2009 
without a job and about 900 
registered patients without a doctor. 

Despite more than 6,000 people signing a 
petition launched by the Weekly News and 
Haverhill Town Council calling for some of 
the £1.2m a year being saved by the closure 
to be spent on better provision for the town, 
there is still no coherent plan to cope with 
the extra demands on hard-pressed GPs in 
the town. 

An initial offer of £50,000 in extra funding 
for GPs to cover the transition period after 
the closure of the Crown Health Centre was 
condemned as ‘ludicrous’ by Dr Paul 


Stevenson, managing partner at the 
Christmas Maltings and Clements surgery It 
has since been doubled, but is still 
considered woefully inadequate to fill the 
gap left by the walk-in clinic, which has 
attracted 22,500 visits since it opened. 

Patients already complain of waiting 
weeks for an appointment to see their 
doctor and cuts to the out-of-hours doctors 
service mean the town’s base is now 
unmanned on weekday evenings. 

There are real fears that lives could be put 
at risk by delays in patients getting to see a 
doctor. The West Suffolk PCT says the clinic 
failed in its aim to divert patients from 
Haverhill away from accident and 
emergency departments. We say the closure 
of this clinic will see such visits escalate 
further and that the risk of sick patients 
dying before they reach a doctor is too high a 
price to pay.

Surgery told my daughter to come back - 
but Crown Health Centre saw her instantly 


A MUM whose daughter was 
taken ill at school was left 
furious when her local surgery 
refused to see the 10-year-old. 

Karen McKay then took 
daughter Lauren to the Crown 
Health Centre in Haverhill, 
where she was moved to the 
front of the queue. 

Mrs McKay had received a 
call from Clements Primary 
School to say that Lauren was 
unwell, with a bright red face, 
which she feared could be a 
sign of a serious illness such as 
meningitis. 

She took Lauren to the 
nearby Clements surgery at 
about 12.15pm, but was told 


she could not be seen 
immediately and to come to 
see if a doctor was available at 
2pm. 

Mrs McKay said: “I took her 
down to the Crown Health 
Centre and the receptionist 
noticed immediately how 
urgent it was and we went 
ahead of the queue. Luckily it 
was just an allergic reaction to 
something, but it was 12.40pm 
by the time we got to see a 
doctor. 

“Lauren did not feel well 
enough to go back to school so 
we went home and she slept 
until 3.30pm because she was 
so poorly.

“I was really cross to be 
refused to see a doctor for 
more than an hour. Who 
knows what could have 
happened if it had been 
something worse?

Councillors angry 
at cash ‘cop-out’

TOWN councillors did not 
share MP Matthew 
Hancock’s satisfaction at 
cash allocated to revamp 
a health centre - and 
urged him to continue 
fighting for x-ray and 
other facilities. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for 
West Suffolk, expressed his 
satisfaction at the news that 
Haverhill is to see £500,000 
reinvested in the Camps Road 
Health Centre, which is to 
undergo major renovation 
work. 

At Tuesday night’s town 
council meeting, members 
prepared to take part in a day 
of action on Saturday to 
protest at the closure of the 
Crown Health Centre. They 
discussed a statement issued 
by Mr Hancock, which seemed 
to imply that the cash would 
bring extra health facilities to 
the town. 

Mr Hancock, pictured, said: 
“Thanks to the tireless local 
campaign, which I strongly 
supported, Haverhill will now 
see half a million pounds 
ploughed back into the town’s 
healthcare. This shows that the 



new NHS bosses are listening 
to patients and GPs’ concerns. 
We must continue to fight for 
Haverhill's healthcare - but 
this shows what united action 
can achieve. 

“I feel very strongly that we 
need to keep up the united 
front pushing for fair annual 
funding, and funding for an x- 
ray machine. The PCT’s funds 
for the transition, which have 
doubled, remain inadequate, 
and the PCT have ruled out an 
x-ray machine. So we must 
keep up the fight for fair 
funding from the new Clinical 
Commissioning Group which 
takes over in April.” 

Former mayor Cllr Maureen 
Byrne is spearheading the 


council’s support of the Weekly 
News campaign for better 
health facilities for the town to 
help cope with the 900 
registered patients who will be 
without a doctor when the 
clinic closes on Saturday, as 
well as more than 22,000 walk- 
in patients who have been 
seen there since it opened in 
2009. 

Cllr Byrne described Mr 
Hancock’s statement as ‘a cop- 
out’ and urged him to keep his 
promise made in a letter to her 
in January, to press for x-ray 
facilities in Haverhill. 

Cllr Byrne said: “This is not 
new money; the refit of the 
health centre had already been 
planned because there is 
asbestos in the roof. We have 
seen the planning application 
and there is nothing new, 
except for some extra money 
for dementia patients. 

“There is nothing there that 
is going to help people waiting 
for a week or more for a 
doctor’s appointment or 
mothers needing a doctor at 
weekends. 

“We had a very good 
meeting with Ed Garrett from 
the new Clinical Commiss¬ 
ioning Group, which has £24m 
to distribute across Suffolk, but 
that money will not be 
available until next April.” 

Current mayor Pat Hanlon 


said his wife had been told she 
would have to wait six weeks 
for an appointment with a 
specific GP. He said: “It is 
absolutely disgusting - things 
are just getting worse.” 

Cllr Gary Stroud said: “I am 
really concerned for the 
welfare of the people in this 
town, with the closure of the 
Crown Health Centre and the 
waiting time for people to see 
GPs growing. I have heard 
horrific stories of people who 
could have died had they not 
had the services of the Crown 
Health Centre. That is why I 
will be there on Saturday 
showing support for the 
people of Haverhill.” 

Cllr Clive Turner of the town 
council’s Conservative group 
said they would be continuing 
to press the MP to support the 
campaign for additional 
funding for health facilities in 
Haverhill. 

He said: “We have lost 
services in the town and there 
has been a withdrawal of funds 
from GPs to provide the Crown 
Health Centre. Now the centre 
is being closed and the money 
going back into the health 
centre refit is not half of what 
is being taken away from the 
town. We will be asking Mr 
Hancock to continue pressing 
for more of the money saved to 
be put back into the town.” 
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YOUNG combat medic Abbie 
Martin may be a foot shorter 
than most of the male soldiers 
around her, but is finding her 
medical skills are very 
welcome on duty in 
Afghanistan. 

Abbie, 20, from Haverhill, of the 
Royal Army Medical Corps, is aiding 
the Queen’s Company, The 
Grenadier Guards on their tour of 
the green zone of Helmand, 
Afghanistan. Her combat medical 
skills give the troops the life-saving 
aid needed on the ground. 

When Abbie arrived, her concerns 
were how she would fit in with a 
tight-knit group of men such as the 
Queen’s Company. 

Abbie said: “I’m the only female in

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the company and they look after me 
as one of their own. When I got 
attached to them to start with, I 
thought their concern was going to 
be me being a girl, but they’ve got 
used to my quirks, as I’ve got used to 
theirs. 

“I now have a very good bond 
with the guys and they have seen 
what I’m capable of in my role as 
their medic.” 

It is Abbie’s first operational tour 
and she admits it can be very 
challenging. 

She said: “If one of the guys gets 
hit, that’s when my job starts and 
that’s when all my training kicks in. 


It may be hard, but the rewards of 
knowing I’m helping outweigh it all. 
It just all clicks into place. 

“I carry drips, bandages, different 
types of body splints, tourniquets to 
stop the harder bleeds, all the kit 
that’s needed to help the guys who 
are really bad, as well as four days 
worth of rations and water for 
myself. There isn’t much space for 
personal kit - medical kit comes 
first.” 

In total, all of the equipment she 
carries can weigh in excess of 45lbs. 

When Abbie is not out on the 
ground on patrol, she ensures that 
she’s looking after the men of the 
Queen’s Company as best she can as 
well. 

“If we have a little downtime, I do 
medical training with the guys to 


make sure they are happy with their 
medical drills and skills. 

“When I get the chance, I do talk 
to my mum as much as possible. It’s 
really good to hear her voice. 

Abbie is due back in England this 
week and is looking forward to 
getting back to the normality of the 
UK and planning a holiday. 

“I will miss being with guys out 
here, but I certainly won’t miss 
things that we have to accept and 
get on with out here in Afghanistan,” 
she said 

Proud mum Julie Martin said she 
was very proud of Abbie, who had 
received more than 1,000 messages 
of support since her story was 
featured on the British Army 
Facebook site, where it had attracted 
13,000 ‘likes’.

Crime falling as 
public helps out 


CRIME is down in almost 
every category in Haverhill - 
except for a week-long rise 
in shoplifting. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, police 
sector commander for Haverhill, 
told town councillors on Tuesday 
night that crime figures for this 
year were almost universally 
good compared to an average for 
the same period over the past 
three years. 

He believed that an increase in 
help from members of the public 
was partly responsible. 

Insp Ferrie said: “I am very 
happy to be able to give you these 
figures. I am not saying to you 
that we are not having crime, 
because we are. We had two 
spates of criminal damage 
between Saturday night and 
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Sunday morning, when up to 18 
car wing mirrors knocked off. 

“On both occasions we got calls 
from members of the public 
telling us what was happening, so 
officers rushed out and arrested 
the offenders. It did not stop it 
happening, but it did enable us to 
catch the culprits on both 
occasions. 

“The help we are getting from 
the public is far more than we got 
before, when people would not 
call us. Now they do and we go 
out and catch the criminals.” 

Cllr Clive Turner joined others 
in congratulating the inspector 
on his work in the town, and said 
he had used the new 101 non¬ 


emergency number, which he 
believed had made it easier for 
people to contact the police. 

Figures provided to the 
meeting showed an 11 per cent 
drop in overall crime from 660 
incidents reported to 587. 
Domestic burglaries had dropped 
by 41 per cent, from 22 to 13, and 
burglaries from sheds and other 
buildings by 48 per cent, from 52 
to 27. 

Vehicle crime had gone up 18 
per cent, from 67 offences to 80, 
and there had been nine 
shoplifting offences in the past 
week, compared to an average of 
two a week. Four of these crimes 
had been detected, which were 
unrelated, and the rise could be 
down to current difficult 
economic times.

The main church entrance door was forced open 
between 5pm on Wednesday, luly 4, and 8.30am on 
Thursday, luly 5.Various items were stolen, including 
the Elizabethan chalice dating back to 1565, valued at 
about £4,000, a solid silver communion set dating 
from 1901, a safe made from gunmetal dating back to 
the Battle ofWaterloo, and various candlesticks.

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Research Park 
homes site sold 


AMBITIOUS plans to create a 
research park and innovation 
centre have moved a step 
closer after land was sold for 
housing. 

Carisbrooke Investments has 
exchanged contracts to sell nine 
acres of residential land at Haverhill 
Research Park to the East Anglia 
company Taylor Wimpey, which is 
now progressing proposals for 150 
new homes. 

The sale signifies an important 
milestone in the delivery of the 30- 
acre, £100m project. The 
construction contract for the 
infrastructure and landscaping 
works will be awarded shortly, with 
work starting on site in the next two 
months. 

Planners allowed an element of 
housing use on the site in order to 
make the scheme financially viable. 
On completion, the 30 acres at 
Haverhill Research Park will provide 
up to 2,000 jobs and homes for 
more than 350 people. 

The scheme will include up to 
450,000 sq ft of office/laboratory/ 
technology and supporting 
accommodation, which will be 
aimed at a wide spectrum of 
companies from start-ups to global 
corporates. Bespoke buildings will 
be available and occupiers can 
expect a high quality ‘science park’ 
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environment with proposed on-site 
amenities to include a day nursery, 
family pub/restaurant and hotel. 
Occupiers can also expect 
accommodation at prices 
significantly lower than elsewhere 
in the Cambridge sub-region. 

Andrew Anderson, development 
manager at Carisbrooke 
Investments, said: “This is very 
good news for Haverhill Research 
Park and the intense competition 
we experienced for the residential 
land is testament to the quality and 
setting of this site. The scheme will 
provide a high-quality new 
residential area at the gateway to 
the town and forms part of a 
sustainable mix of uses that will be 
delivered on the park. 

“We are delighted to have 
contracted with a major developer 
such as Taylor Wimpey.” 

Bryn Maidman, managing 
director for Taylor Wimpey East 
Anglia, said: “This is an exciting 
opportunity for us to play an 
important part in the future of 
Haverhill Research Park and to 
provide much-needed housing for 
local residents. 

“Our new scheme will enjoy a 


prestigious location at the home of 
several world-renowned comp¬ 
anies, and will be situated within 
easy reach of Cambridge.” 

Cllr fohn Griffiths, leader of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
said the authority had played a key 
part in the viability of the project by 
allowing the enabling development, 
so that the proceeds from the sale of 
the housing site could fund the 
infrastructure needed for the 
employment development. 

He said: “I am delighted that the 
Haverhill Research Park project is 
progressing and that we are well on 
our way to securing 2,000 new jobs 
for the town. This is an excellent 
example of people and 
organisations working well together 
and without the enabling housing 
that St Edmundsbury approved in 
the masterplan, the project would 
have been difficult to bring 
forward.” 

The site, which lies on the Suffolk, 
Cambridgeshire and Essex borders, 
already has outline planning 
consent and is set to provide a wide 
range of houses from starter units 
through to executive homes, plus a 
number of affordable homes, which 
will be available to rent, or buy via a 
shared ownership scheme.

What will 
happen 
now we 
are gone? 

Sir, I am writing on behalf of all the 
medical and reception staff at the 
Crown walk-in centre on the eve of 
the forced closure on Saturday. 

We have lived with the threat of 
closure and the vehement 
opposition from the other surgeries 
in the town since we opened just 
under three years ago. During those 
three years we have provided a 12- 
hour-a-day every day service to 
everyone who needed medical care. 
It has plugged a huge gap in the 
overstretched health service to this 
town and surrounding areas, with 
the other surgeries sending us 
dozens of their patients on a daily 
basis and the out-of-hours 
invariably telling callers to go to the 
Crown in the morning. 

So what will they tell them now? 

We are all really sorry for the 
patients we see, some of whom 
need seeing on a regular basis and 
know there is no provision for them 
at their registered surgeries. 

What happens to them now? 

We see dozens of minor injuries, 
some not so minor, with toddlers 
splitting their heads open and 
elderly people falling and tearing 
fragile skin. 

What will they do now? 

What are the alternatives - try to 
get to A&E in Bury or 
Addenbrooke’s and wait for hours. 
What if they have no transport? Call 
an ambulance, presumably. What if 
it happens at 7pm on a Sunday or 
6pm on a Christmas Day? The local 
A&E departments are already at 
bursting point most of the time so 
what will the numbers be like now? 
What about the patients who need 
blood tests and their surgeries don’t 
take blood? 

What are they supposed to do now? 
Not have the test or try to get to the 
path labs on public transport. 

This area needs more health care 
provision, far more even than we 
were providing, and instead the 
PCT is removing this vital safety 
net. The floodgates are now about 
to open and when someone drowns 
we hope the powers responsible 
will be able to justify this 
dangerous and immoral and unfair 
decision. 

And that leaves all of us. This is a 
skilled, cohesive, dedicated team of 
people working long unsocial hours 
in an area of real need and we are 
all really sorry that we are being 
forced to close and leave this town 
so at risk. 

Our only advice to our patients is to 
make the best of what will be left 
and to shout really loudly when 
they feel they are at risk. 

But we don’t think anyone is 
listening.

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Residents’ views are 
ignored - councillor 


A TOWN councillor has 
slammed a borough council 
group for being “undemocratic” 
and ignoring the views of local 
residents. 

Roger Andre of Haverhill Town 
Council hit out after being refused 
permission to present a survey to a 
meeting St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Haverhill Area Working 
Party at which members of the public 
are not allowed to speak. 

The survey showed 70 per cent of 
more than 750 residents asked were in 
favour of pedestrianisation of the 
town’s High Street. Town clerk Will 
Austin was able to put forward Cllr 
Andre’s views, but members of the 
working party agreed an alternative 
plan to introduce a 20mph speed 
limit in the High Street instead. 

Cllr Andre said: “We have become 
accustomed to the apparent lack of 
transparency of the One Haverhill 
Board - the public are not admitted to 
regular board meetings, are relegated 
to two annual meetings and excluded 
from ‘Task & Finish’ groups. 

“It would seem that the contagion 
has now spread to the Haverhill Area 
Working Party (HAWP). While 
members of the public are permitted 
to observe HAWP meetings a ruling at

the July meeting, by the chair, has 
determined that members of the 
public may not address the working 
party.

meeting was considering a proposal 
to abandon pedestrianisation, there 
was a risk that an irrevocable decision 
would destroy all hope of a scheme 
demanded by over 70 per cent of the 
respondents polled so far. It is 
consoling that several borough 
councillors spoke in support of 
representations by members of the 
public, but disappointing that the 
chair was minded to ignore their 
views. 

“Perhaps I should be resilient to the 
culture of ‘we know best’ as Haverhill 
residents have had their views 
consistently ignored - over the 
privatisation of care homes, the 
closure of the Crown Health Centre 
and the decimation of youth services. 

“However, I feel that we have a 
responsibility to bring the decision¬ 
makers to account for our services, to 
take account of the views of residents 
and to ensure that they fully 
appreciate the impact of their 
decisions on our lives. 

“I believe we must ask 
why decision-making 
^ bodies need to exclude 
us from any of their 
meetings. We need 
to emphasise that 
our contribution is 


essential.” 

Cllr Anne Gower, who is a member 
of the Haverhill Area Working Party 
and Chairman of One Haverhill, said 
it was at HAWP chairman Cllr Karen 
Richardson’s discretion who to allow 
to speak, and Cllr Gower felt she 
conducted the meeting in a measured 
and responsible manner. 

For the One Haverhill Board, she 
had wanted all meetings to be held in 
public, but board members decided 
against this while the group was in a 
transition phase. 

She said: “I intend that this issue of 
open meetings be addressed again at 
the September meeting of the board. 

“I have made it quite clear that the 
One Haverhill Board is very much a 
new way of trying to have a single 
conversation about service provision 
in the town but by virtue of the fact 
that we need to try things and change 
them if they don’t work, none of this 
is set in stone. 

“Everyone round the One Haverhill 
board table is there because they 
want the best for the town and its 
people but we are trying to change 
mindsets and overcome bureaucracy 
and its doesn’t happen overnight. It is 
always helpful to receive constructive 
criticism.”

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Charity concerned 
at donations drop

A HOSPICE fears a new 
textile recycling scheme 
will cause clothing don¬ 
ations to its charity shops 
to plummet. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care is 
appealing for people to keep 
giving it clothes and materials 
following the introduction of the 
Suffolk Waste Partnership 
(SWP)’s recycling scheme. 

The trial scheme involves 
residents putting clothing and 
other textiles in a bag provided 
by the SWP, which is a joint 
effort involving county, district 
and borough councils, and 
placing it inside their recycling 
bin on top of the other rubbish. 

The material will be sorted by 
a reprocessing company into re¬ 
usable items and material for 
shredding. 

Barbara Gale, chief executive 
of the hospice, said: “We need 
people to keep donating their 
clothes and textiles to the 
hospice. As well as donations of 
items we can sell in our shops 
we accept donations of old, 
worn clothing and footwear 
because these can also earn the

hospice income. 

“We have many loyal cust¬ 
omers who regularly donate 
their unwanted clothing items 
to the hospice - and I hope they 
will continue to do so. 

“We want to emphasise that 
we accept everything. Even if 
you think it belongs in a bin, 
please donate it to the hospice.” 

Donations of textiles and 
clothing raise almost £500,000 a 
year for the hospice, which last 
year supported 653 patients in 
the West Suffolk and Thetford 
area. 

The SWP said they would urge 
people to continue donating to 
charity shops and added that 
the scheme will allow the 
recycling of clothing some 


charities may not accept. 

They said the material they 
want to recycle is made up of 
almost 7,000 tonnes of textiles 
going to landfill a year, which 
cost taxpayers more than 
£600,000 in disposal fees. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, chairman 
of the SWP, said they would 
encourage people to support the 
trial scheme and they were 
delighted to broaden the range 
of things they can collect for 
recycling. 

He said: “However, I would 
like to remind people that they 
are certainly not being asked to 
give away any textiles and 
clothing they would normally 
donate to charity shops or place 
in charity textile banks. Our 
ultimate aim is solely to collect 
and recycle the textiles that are 
currently going straight to 
landfill - this is the area we need 
to tackle.” 

Donations can be made to the 
hospice charity shops during 
opening hours and to the 
hospice retail centre in Boldero 
Road in Bury St Edmunds at all 
times.

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County crime 
continues fall 
with 13% drop

CRIME has fallen by 13 
per cent in Suffolk in the 
last three months. 

Almost 10,500 crimes were 
recorded between April 1 and 
June 30 - 1,633 fewer than 
during the same period last year. 

Police say crime has been 
decreasing in the county for the 
last six consecutive years and 
these figures continue the trend, 
even though the force made 
savings of £5m last year. 

The number of robberies 
recorded has dropped by 21 per 
cent, sexual offences fell by 8.1 
per cent and crimes involving 
violence with injury decreased 
by 9.8 per cent. 

Fewer domestic burglaries 
were cracked by Suffolk Police in 
this quarter but more robberies 
were solved than during the 
same three months in 2011. 

Tim Newcomb, temporary 
assistant chief constable of 
Suffolk Police, said: “It is very 
pleasing to see that for the first 
quarter of this year, which we 
have entered having made 
substantial cuts to departments 
across the constabulary, crime 
has significantly dropped. 

“We are working hard to 
ensure that whilst we strive to 
meet the large financial savings 


required of us, which amount to 
some £17.7m by 2014/15, we 
maintain a visible frontline 
policing presence and continue 
to keep our county safe.” 

Many of the savings have been 
made through working with 
Norfolk Constabulary. 

He said: “We will not become 
complacent, however, and we 
recognise the huge challenge 
ahead of us as we continue to 
make savings whilst providing a 
first class service. 

“We have successfully re¬ 
organised local policing to 
ensure we are getting the most 
possible from our resources, and 


we continue to look for new 
ways to improve services whilst 
creating efficiencies.” 

Joanna Spicer, chairman of the 
Suffolk Police Authority, said: 
“This is very encouraging news, 
particularly in the environment 
of extreme financial challenges 
that we currently face. 

“A 13 per cent drop in crime 
across the county for the first 
part of this year is a very positive 
outcome, which I feel reflects 
our continued endeavours to 
secure an efficient and effective 
policing service for Suffolk and 
remain one of the lowest cost 
forces in the country.”

L ocked in her 
car, heart 
hammering in 
her chest, Rosemary 
Westwell felt sick 
with fear. In the 
middle of the night, 
her husband John 
had suddenly 
turned on her: 
convinced he meant 
to do her harm, 
Rosemary fled the 
house with nothing 
but a dressing gown 
and her car keys. 


“I didn’t even feel safe 
on the drive, so I parked 
on the road opposite the 
house. I didn’t take my 
eyes off my daughters’ 
bedroom windows. I 
knew if a light came on 
I’d have to find the 
courage to go back in... 


“John was behaving 
like a lunatic. He’d turned 
the radio on full blast at 
midnight: loud enough to 
wake the neighbours, 
never mind the children. 

I staggered into the 
room, said: ‘You! Turn 
that off! Now!’ and he just 
rose up, like a raging bull. 


“It was terrifying. I 
really believed he was 
going to hurt me. I went 
into that ‘fight or flight’ 
mode - and I flew.” 


The ‘fun, gregarious’ man Rosemary married was stolen from 
her cruelly young by early-onset dementia. But, decades later, 
she still hasn’t given up on her husband. ‘Whatever drew us 
together is still there, somewhere’ she tells ALICE RYAN 


Then 46, John was 
displaying the spiralling 
symptoms of Pick’s 
disease: an early-onset 
form of dementia. It now 
appears he’d been 
battling it since his mid- 
30s. 

First John became 
tetchy, then started to 
lose focus at work. Next 
he developed epilepsy - 
having frightening grand 
mal seizures - followed 
by bouts of depression, 
memory loss, confusion 
and increasingly bizarre 
behaviour. 

“He’d walk off down 
the street in his pyjamas; 

I recall once having a 
confrontation because he 
was insistent on taking a 
wheelbarrow with him,” 
says Rosemary, 65. “I can 
remember, clear as 
anything, standing at the 
sink one day and 
thinking: ‘This is like 
living with a madman’.” 

Shortly after Rosemary 
spent the night in the car, 
John was sectioned. That 
was more than 20 years 
ago, and, now 66, he has 
been in hospital or care 
ever since. 


Nowadays John can’t 
walk, talk or feed himself. 
He is doubly incontinent 
and his body is severely 
contorted, into an almost 
foetal shape. 

“It’s the kind of thing 
you wouldn’t wish on 
your worst enemy,” 
Rosemary says. “It’s like 
torturing someone - 
especially someone like 
John, so bright and with 
so much to give. It turns 
them, quite literally, into 
a gibbering idiot, and 
does it slowly, so they 
must, at points, be aware 
of what’s happening to 
them. I don’t think 
anything could be more 
cruel.” 

Rosemary-a semi- 
retired teacher with five 
degrees to her name - has 
just written a novel based 
on her life with John: 
called John, Dementia 
and Me, it is, she explains, 
designed to raise 
awareness of both the 
illness and the need for 
better support for 
sufferers and their 
families. 

“There were times 
when I felt very much 


alone,” she explains. 
“Carers need real, 
immediate and direct 
support in the home, as 
soon as they are aware 
there’s something wrong 
with their loved one. 

“They don’t need to fill 
in endless forms or attend 
meeting after meeting: 
they don’t have time for 
that, because they’re 
trying to stop their loved 
one pulling the phone out 
of their hands, or walking 
out the door, or hurting 
themselves.” 

Rosemary and John 
met in the early 70s. 
Raised in Tasmania, 
Rosemary came to the UK 
in 1971 ‘to explore’: ‘I 
intended to spend six 
months in England, six in 
France, six in Canada. But 
I never got farther than 
England...” 

“We actually met at a 
Young Conservatives 
meeting,” Rosemary 
laughs. “I wasn’t 
particularly conservative 
at all, but, being a young 
girl, I wanted to get out 
and about. I was talking 
to a friend and this 
moustachioed pommy

came over, took over the 
whole conversation and 
whisked my friend off to 
play mini golf.” 

Three weeks later the 
couple were engaged. “I 
thought: ‘Well, you know, 
life will be very interesting 
with this fellow’. It wasn’t a 
big, gushy, romantic love. 
But whatever it was, it 
seems to have worked: 
we’re still together, after all 
these years. And there’s still 
something between us. 
Even now, I believe John 
recognises me.” 

The Westwells married 
in 1974, had their first 
daughter, Jenni, in 1977, 
and moved to Witchford - 
where Rosemary still lives 
in the family home - in 
1978. 

“I can remember this 
one moment, sitting out 
the front waiting for John 
to come home from work, 
when I thought: ‘I’m so 
lucky. I’ve got a husband I 
love, a lovely little toddler 
and another baby on the 
way’ -1 was heavily 
pregnant with Susie, our 
youngest, at the time. 

“Not long after that I got 
the phone call to say John 
had collapsed. That was 
really the beginning.” 

John, then a rep for an 
agricultural company, had 
already had problems at 
work, over-writing reports 
and seeming unable to 
apply his usual focus. “I got 
this call from 
Peterborough hospital to 
say: ‘We’ve got your 
husband here and he’s 
unconscious’,” recounts 
Rosemary. “I had a toddler 
and a huge bump; it was 
really quite frightening. 

“I got to the hospital and 
he was coming round 
every half hour to be sick, 
then going unconscious 
again.” 

Diagnosed with epilepsy, 
John went on to have a 
series of grand mal 
seizures over the next few 
years: “I can see why, in 
medieval times, they 
thought people were being 
possessed by spirits: that’s 
exactly what it looked like. 
His eyes would roll back in 
his head, his teeth would 
grit, his body would go 
totally rigid. 

“He also became 
depressed. He’d sit here in 
this chair all day long 
without moving and I’d 
kind of bring up the girls 
around him.” 

Forced to give up his 
career as a rep, John took a 


job in a local factory. But 
even that proved 
untenable long-term. “He’d 
come home and say things 
like: ‘Someone left me a 
carrot. They’re leaving me 
carrots’. In some ways, it 
was like having a third 
child.” 

It was on a trip to visit 
Rosemary’s family in 
Australia in 1988 that 
dementia was first 
suggested: “John went to 
see a doctor over there, 
following a seizure, and the 
GP said: ‘That’s happening 
in the frontal temporal 
lobe: it could be early- 
onset dementia’. 

“In a way I was relieved. 

I was afraid our marriage 
was the problem. To know 
it wasn’t our marriage, that 
there was something 
medically wrong, was 
somehow easier to cope 
with.” 

A remarkably strong 
character, Rosemary says 
she was determined to 
hold the family together. 

By then the breadwinner, 
working full-time as a 
teacher, she was also busy 
bringing up her two little 
daughters. “I didn’t have 
time to dwell. In fact I 
think I’m only facing up to 
what happened now 

“I never allowed myself 
to think ‘poor me’: where 
does that get you? 
Occasionally I allow myself 
a little weep in the car, but 
that’s it. I’m an old 
Tasmanian battleaxe...” 

But by the time John was 
sectioned, in 1992, 
Rosemary had reached the 
end of her tether. Jenni and 
Susie were then in their 
teens: “I tried to involve 
them as much as I could, 
so they’d understand. I 
explained that when I 
sounded cross with their 
father, when I was being 
firm, it was the illness I was 
fighting, not him.” 

Following her husband’s 
admission, Rosemary 
herself developed breast 
cancer (now, thankfully ‘all 
sorted’). Jenni’s eldest 
daughter, Elisabeth, now 
14, was diagnosed with 
brain cancer as an eight- 
month-old baby; she is still 
battling the disease now. 
And Rosemary’s father lost 
his life to bowel cancer. 

“In 1996 all those things 
were happening. There is 
part of you that thinks: 
‘What next?’ but I was 
determined to be positive: 

I carried on teaching, set 
up a choir... I knew John 


was going down; I didn’t 
want to go under too.” 

Rosemary, also a keen 
blogger, says she had to 
fight to secure funding for 
John’s care; a recent 
judgment means the 
authorities should now 
fund his care for the rest of 
his life. 

“When that news came 
through, I felt like I finally 
got myself back. It felt like 
a huge weight had been 
lifted. I stopped being a 
wife, a mother, a carer, a 
teacher - and started being 
me again.” 

Now in Heron House, a 
specialist care home in 
March, John is visited by 
Rosemary once a month. 
Seeing him so diminished, 
a shadow of his former self, 
isn’t easy. “He was so full of 
fun, always cracking jokes. 
And he was constantly 
quoting Oscar Wilde: he 
had a saying for every 
occasion. I relied on him: 
he was my dictionary and 
my encyclopaedia; he 
knew everything, just 
about. He was very 
gregarious, loved being the 
centre of attention. If he 
knew he was being written 
about in the paper, he’d be 
delighted. To see him now, 
the complete opposite of 
the way he was... well, it’s 
cruel, isn’t it?” 

Rosemary says she has 
never considered looking 
for a new partner. “There is 
still something left of our 
relationship: whatever 
drew us together is still 
there, somewhere. I have 
lots of male friends, all 
platonic, but I could never 
be disloyal. I couldn’t do 
that to him. 

“We got married for 
better, for worse. There are 
times when I’ve thought: ‘It 
shouldn’t be like this: I 
should have my husband 
here, supporting me 
through life’. But I still 
think there’s something of 
the old John in there, even 
if it can’t get out. 

“When I accepted his 
proposal, all those years 
ago, I thought our life 
would be exciting. Well, it’s 
not quite been the 
excitement I had in mind - 
but I can honestly say 
there’s never been a dull 
moment.”

Council to push 
ahead in bid for 
High St car ban 


Anaer as borough chiefs refuse to accept survey view 


HAVERHILL Town Council 
has agreed to continue 
pressing for the High Street 
to be closed to traffic - 
despite a borough council 
decision to aim for a 20mph 
speed limit instead. 

The council recently carried 
out a survey which showed that 
of 750 people in the town who 
responded, more than 70 per 
cent were in favour of the street 
being completely closed to traffic 
between 10am and 4pm, as 
Queen Street already is. 

Last week St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Haverhill Area 
Working Party refused to accept 
the survey results at its meeting 
to discuss the issue, and agreed 
to pursue a new plan to create a 
traffic order banning all but 
delivery and loading vehicles 
from the street, imposing a 
20mph speed limit and using 
engineering works including 
traffic humps to slow traffic. 

At Tuesday night’s town council

meeting, Inspector Peter Ferrie of 
Haverhill Police supported 
councillors and said he believed 
banning all traffic was the only 
way to end long-term illegal 
parking problems in the street. 

He said 41 tickets had been 
issued since parking in the street 
again became a priority for his 
officers last month, but believed 
this had made no difference to 
the problem. 

He said: “It is a priority that 
people have given us, so we will 
do our best to enforce. However, I 
think that there are much better 
ways that my officers could be 
used, as it is not a problem that 
we are going to be able to solve 
by issuing tickets.” 

Town clerk Will Austin said he 
had been disappointed not to be 
able to provide evidence of the 
public support for pedestrian- 
isation, which was part of St 


Edmundsbury’s own Vision 2031 
plan for Haverhill. He said: “I 
don’t understand why they have 
not used part of the £750,000 they 
have for that. I think they will end 
up spending it on bits and pieces 
that will not provide any long¬ 
term benefit to the town centre.” 

Cllr Maureen Byrne proposed 
that the town council continue to 
support pedestrianisation of the 
High Street and whatever needed 
to be done to achieve it: “I believe 
this money they are spending is 
an expensive cosmetic exercise, 
an absolute waste of money. 

“It may look pretty, but you are 
still going to get the cars down 
there, which defeats the whole 
object.” 

Cllr Ernie Goody said: “The 
money should have been given to 
the town council to back what the 
town wanted. No one in their 
right mind would come up with 
schemes like cars going down 
Jubilee Walk. The only people 
who can make this town better 
are Haverhill people.”

Prison work 
experience 
set for launch 
across nation

A WORK experience pro¬ 
gramme for Suffolk prisoners 
is set to be introduced across 
the UK. 

The Making Ground programme, 
operating at three prisons in the 
county including HMP Highpoint 
near Haverhill, is designed to help 
offenders reintegrate into society 
after they finish their sentences. 

The scheme, launched in lune 
2011, gives prisoners classed as low- 
risk the chance to receive training 
and work experience while finishing 
off their sentences, and helps them 
rebuild their self-esteem. 

Six Highpoint inmates will carry 
out a three-day community tidy-up 
in Red Lodge this month as part of 
the programme run by May Gurney, 
which works with councils and 
utility companies in areas including 
highways maintenance and street 
lighting. 

lason Benham, who was the first 
inmate to join the Making Ground 
scheme and is now its leader, said: 

“We are delighted with the success of 
this scheme, which has helped a 
number of offenders in Suffolk take 
the first steps back into paid 
employment at the end of their 
sentences. 

“This type of work experience is 
vital in helping offenders build their 
skills and get used to a work 
environment and plays a key role in 
helping rehabilitate them back into 
useful roles in society. We are 
delighted to be working with May 
Gurney in introducing this scheme 
across the UK, particularly given the 
success of the trial projects in 
Suffolk.” 

A former Highpoint prisoner who 
gained a streetworks qualification 
while in jail has been offered two 
months’ work experience with 
different May Gurney teams. 

Mr Benham attended a job club at 
HMP Hollesley Bay and wants to 
place two prisoners with May 
Gurney on a work experience basis. 

He will also be offering Hollesley Bay 
and Blundeston inmates help with 
interview skills and their CVs during 
monthly job clubs. 

The company said comparable 
projects have cut reoffending rates 
by almost 100 per cent against the 
national average and early signs 
show Making Ground will do the 
same.

DEAR DOCTOR:

Stage and screen fave Robert Powell tells LIZZY DENING about 
being Jesus, the secret to a happy marriage - and why he found 
Holby City ‘terrifying’ 


t 


T HERE’S no doubt about it, Robert 
Powell is an intimidating man. 
Perhaps you can expect nothing less 
of an actor who has played such roles as 
Jesus Christ, the CEO of Holby General 
and now a fearsome surgeon in comedy 
favourite Doctor in the House at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. 

The 68-year-old and I don’t get off to the 
best of starts and he answers my initial 
questions with barked, short replies. When I 
ask if he’s fond of the city, I get: “How can 
you not like Cambridge?” 

As for whether he misses the squeaky- 
clean corridors of Holby, he simply says: 
“No, not at all.” Before relenting slightly 
with, “Well, I miss the guys I was working 
with.” 

Happily, before it all turns too frosty we 
move on to the role which brought him to 
the attention of the British public, Jesus of 
Nazareth, who he played in Franco 
Zeffirelli’s blockbusting 1977 mini-series, 
and he settles into a cheery anecdote. 

“I hadn’t been considered for the role at 
all. Lots of names had been floated: De 
Niro, Hoffman, A1 Pacino, although I think 
I was the only one who was offered it.” 

He tails off, before apologising: “Sorry, a 
lovely bassett hound just came to say hello.” 


“How nice - yours?” I inquire, pleased to 
hear a softer side to his voice. A blunt: 
“No.” 

I take a deep breath, and turn back to 
Jesus. He adds: “I was asked to do a screen 
test with a wig and a false beard, and I 
remember eventually walking away, picking 
up the payphone in the corridor, calling my 
agent and saying: ‘I think we can forget 
about that one, it was really silly.’ 

“When I was offered it I didn’t say yes 
for four days. I had severe doubts: with 
Jesus you can’t scour the heights, the most 
you can hope for is to get away with it. 

“On the other hand, if you’re offered the 
role, you also can’t say no.” 

Of course he didn’t, and the success of 
the TV programme led to numerous other 
roles; in everything from The Thirty Nine 
Steps, to cop spoof The Detectives, with 
Jasper Carrott. 

“I quite like serious drama with laughs,” 
he tells me, and he’s currently enjoying 
working alongside Joe Pasquale, who he 
describes as: “Lovely, very charming. Very 
silly, which suits me.” 

Originally from Salford, the father of two 
began his education with a law degree, 
before pulling out to pursue a career in 
drama. He admits he was lucky in terms of 



his parents’ reaction: “In retrospect, if I’d 
been my own parents, I would have been 
absolutely terrified. They didn’t quite 
know what I know now - it’s a profession 
you really don’t want to go into. The odds 
are so stacked against you, you can 
survive, but that’s about it.” 

Thankfully for his stress levels, his 
grown-up children Barney and Kate have 
avoided the limelight, although his son 
does indulge in amateur dramatics, which 
his father encourages (“He’s very good”). 

In his own life, however, Powell is a 
risk-taker at heart: “That’s how Holby 
came about. The original contract was for 
a year [he eventually stayed on for six] 
which was terrifying. I’d never worked on 
anything for so long, but I liked the 
challenge of having six lines of character 
description and turning him into a full 
human being.” 

So it’s no surprise that his next choice 
of role is equally off piste: “I’m going 
into Singin’in the Rain in the West End. I 


went to see it and was entranced, it’s a 
very, very good show. The first few rows 
get soaked, but they know in advance. In 
fact they pay over the odds for those 
seats; it’s strange.” 

While an all-singing, all-dancing show 
might be a departure from his career 
track, it’s one which would be well suited 
to his wife of 37 years, Babs Lord, who 
was originally one of Pan’s People on Top 
of the Pops. 

I wonder if her dance skills have 
rubbed off on her husband at all, but he 
assures me they haven’t: “We made a pact 
some years ago: she realised it’s fruitless 
trying to get me to dance.” 

To make any marriage, let alone one in 
the public eye, work for so many years is 
impressive, but according to Powell, it’s 
all about having a “particular kind of 
wife”. 

“Paul and Linda McCartney said they 
never spent a night apart,” he says 
incredulously, “which I think is utterly 


creepy. I think holding hands unless 
you’re 18 is creepy too. Marriage is a 
partnership and ours works; it’s a blessing 
not to live in each other’s pockets.” 

Which isn’t something they could be 
accused of, with Babs undertaking 
numerous adventures without her partner, 
including sailing around the world for a 
year. 

Powell has his own interests too, which 
he lists as: “Sport, family and work. I’m 
not sure in which order, it varies.” 

A die-hard Manchester United and 
cricket fan, his quality of life has been 
vastly improved by Sky Sports. His voice 
softens as he talks fondly about it, with 
the same reverence he addressed the 
bassett hound; a tone he is perhaps less 
ready to share with journalists.

Dr Seuss’ The Lorax is rendered in 
lurid, sherbetty hues that radiate off the 
screen. Indeed, the film is so bright you 
feel like donning sunglasses and SPF 
25 rather than cumbersome plastic 3D 
specs which seem obligatory 
nowadays.

Danger lurks among the shrubs

S CHOOL’S out for summer - and 
despite the wet weather, many 
children will be enjoying the 
freedom and fresh air that the garden 
offers. 

You may have already considered pond safety 
for toddlers and the need to put potentially lethal 
garden tools out of reach, but curious children 
may also put flowers or leaves into their mouths 
which are poisonous, while uninformed 
gardeners may brush against something which 
sets off an allergic reaction. 

Many plants give off their own warning signs. 
Some have an unpleasant taste which reduces the 
likelihood of a dangerous quantity being eaten, 
while others just do not look edible. 

Of course there are the usual suspects to watch 
out for including monkshood (also known as 
aconitum), which is extremely toxic. 

Often planted under trees or spring-flowering 
shrubs at the back of a border, bearing tall spikes 
of helmeted flowers in blues and purples in the 
summer, all parts of the plant are poisonous and 
a skin irritant, causing burning of the lips and 
mouth, intense vomiting, diarrhoea and spasms. 

Historically, monkshood was used by people 
to commit suicide by eating the leaves. Hunters 


in the Amazon rainforest also poisoned the tips 
of their arrows with it to kill animals. 

Many of us have laurel in our gardens - it 
belongs to the family that includes apple, cherry, 
plum and almond. But be warned that when you 
chop your laurel hedge the sap gives off an 
unbelievably soporific effect and you may fall 
asleep. 

Some people may suffer an allergic reaction 
from the sap of some plants, such as rue (Ruta), 
a low-growing plant with yellow flowers. Its 
herbal uses may become insignificant if you get 
sap on your skin, which in sunlight can cause a 
blistering reaction which can last for weeks. 

Anyone who has been to the famous Poison 
Garden at Alnwick Castle and Gardens in 
Northumberland will have recognised some 
pretty common garden stalwarts there. 

Hemlock, aquilegia, autumn crocus 
(colchicum autumnale), laburnum and hellebores 
are all common plants you might find in your 
garden or in a hedgerow, and all have different 
levels of toxicity. 

The amount you would have to ingest to do 
real damage varies from plant to plant.

Beautiful but dangerous 


■ Glory Lily (Gloriosa superba) - A 
summer-flowering climber, producing 
red flowers with yellow tips. It’s 
poisonous, particularly the corm. 

■ Foxglove (Digitalis) - Both the wild 
and hybrids produce tall spikes bearing 
bell-like flowers in a variety of colours, 
and are often grown in partial shade, 
reaching heights of up to 6ft. All parts of 
the plant are poisonous 

■ Dumb cane (Dieffenbachia) - This 


large-leaved houseplant is poisonous, 
while the sap can cause skin and eye 
irritation. 

Morning Glory (Ipomoea) - This 
lovely garden climber, with heart-shaped 
leaves and large, trumpet-like flowers, 
adorns many trellises and archways in 
summer, but it is also poisonous. 

■ Fremontodendron - In terms of bright 
yellow colours, the flowers of this 
Californian beauty are unsurpassed. It is 


called the flannel bush in its native land 
for the hairy undersides of its leaves, but 
it is a skin and eye irritant, so be careful 
when pruning. 

Woody Nightshade (Solanum 
dulcamara) - Most species of solanum 
are poisonous and this scrambling 
perennial is often found in hedgerows 
and on shingle beaches, with oval 
leaves and purple flowers with yellow 
stamens, flowering from May to 


September. The berries are red and 
poisonous while the rest of the plant is a 
skin and eye irritant. 

■ Sumach (Rhus verniciflua, R. 
radicans, R. succedanea) - This tree 
has extremely toxic sap. If you are taking 
one down, clean your saw afterwards. 

■ Giant hogweed (Heracleum 
mantegazzianum) - Brushing against 
this plant can leave you with large and 
very painful blisters

Crackdown on illegal number plates 


POLICE forces across 
Hertfordshire, 
Bedfordshire, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Essex, 
Norfolk and Suffolk 
have joined forces 
once again to re-visit 
an operation aimed at 
tackling vehicles with 
misrepresented 
number plates. 

Operation Dragon, which 
started on Monday and runs 
until August 5, sees the six 
forces working together to 
clamp down on the use of 
misrepresented number 
plates - which are illegal. 
Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition (ANPR) 
Intercept Teams, road patrol 
units, and other specialist 


units will be looking out for 
number plates that are not 
displayed in the correct 
format, which can be hard to 
read and make it difficult for 
police to identify vehicles 
involved in criminal activity. 

Anyone caught displaying 
a number plate that does not 
meet the DVLA’s criteria will 
be stopped by police and 
could face a fine of up to 
£1,000. In a similar 
operation earlier this year, 
nearly 300 drivers were 
stopped and given formal 
penalties for using 
misrepresented number 
plates on their vehicles. 

As part of Operation 
Dragon, ANPR officers will 
be looking out for and 
stopping vehicles with 
number plates that: 


■ Display adjusted fixings or 
bolts which alter spaces or 
obscure characters to 
appear as something else. 

■ Use any font that is not 
the standard DVLA approved 
‘Charles Wright’ font. 

■ Use offensive wording. 

■ Are not easily readable or 
recognised by the naked eye. 

Number plates should 
also be made from a 
reflective material. Front 
number plates must display 
black characters on a white 
background and rear 
number plates must display 
black characters on a yellow 
background.
